This  Is  the  Limitation  .  ... 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  'tho  Panhcllenlc  Council,  a  now  plan  for  rush¬ 
ing  was  adopted.  This  plan  has  been  recommended  by  National  Panhell- 
cnlc  Conference  as  a  measure  to  control  the  chapter  3lzc. 

According  to  National  Panhcllenlc  Conference,  each  College  Fanhcll- 
enle  should  establish  a  size  sufficiently  large  for  a  chapter  to  function  on 
the  campus.  It  also  sets  a  quota  wh/cn  it  considers  sufficient  for  a  chap¬ 
ter  to  maintain  itself  in  a  given  class  and  year.  This  gives  all  groups  the 
opportunity  to  become  more  uniform  in  size. 

Although  the  adoption  of  a  quota-limitation  plan  Is  voluntary,  it 
has  been  proved  satisfactory  by  the  Panhcllenlc  groups  that  arc  using  it. 

This  quota-limitation  plan  will  be  used  for  one  year  on  a  trial  basis 
by  the  Alpha  Sigma  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma  Epsilon,  and  Sigma  Sigma  Sig¬ 
ma.  If  tho  plan  proves  to  be  successful,  It  will  be  used  again. 

Chapter  size  has  been  limited  to  fifty  members  and  a  quota  has 
been  set  at  fifteen.  Each  sorority  may  send  enough  bids  to  keep  its  size 
at  fifty  and  the  minimum  number  of  bids  each  sorority  may  send  is  fif¬ 
teen. 

In  compliance  to  this  plan,  tho  sororities  are  abiding  by  these  quota 
and  limitation  numbers.

Capitalizing  on  Rolla  fumbles*'"" 
and  defensive  misplays,  Coach  Ry-  \ 
Ian  Milner’s  Bearcats  scored  an  ex-  1 
citing  12-7  win  over  their  MIAA 
foe  lost  Friday  night  at  Memorial 
Stadium,  the  first  Cat  win  over  the 
Miners  since  ’42. 

After  a  scoreless  first  quarter, 
the  Bearcats  picked  up  the  game’s 
first  touchdown  after  Larry  Row- 
ley  had  recovered  a  Miner  fumble 
on  the  visitors’  16  yard  line.
